Look for steps 2 through 5 at the 
Visitor Centre. 


A few helpful hints. 


The Fortress of Louisbourg is large, be prepared to spend 
several interesting hours on site 


Cobblestone walks are uneven. Comfortable walking shoes 
will make your tour less tiring 


The weather can change quickly. An extra sweater or 
topcoat Is a wise precaution 


Pets are not permitted in either the Fortress itself or in the 
Visitor Centre. Short-term kennel accommodation is 
available in the Town of Louisbourg 


Travelling to the Fortress. . . 

Before boarding the bus make sure you have seen the 
displays, slide presentation and have obtained a map of the 
Fortress 


A five minute bus ride begins your trip back to the 18th 
Century. 


Your walking tour begins at the fisherman's home, some 
180 meters from the Fortress gate 


In 1744 France was at war. You may be challenged by a 
sentry at the gate. Have your pass document handy 


You are free to visit at your own pace, or join a guided tour 
beginning at #11 on your map 


Once you are through the gate. . . 
There were no street signs in the 18th Century — if you 
become confused, ask our guides for directions 


Doors are closed to keep out the cold — not you. 


A few doors may be locked in unfinished buildings. Try 
them all. fin doubt ask the nearest guide 


For your own safety and the protection of valuable artifacts, 
we ask that you co-operate with the following rules: 

e@ No smoking in buildings 

@ No climbing on walls or cannon embrasures 

e No flash cameras in buildings 

e Please do not disturb or feed the animals. 


Additional services in the Fortress. . . 
Parks Canada guides are here to assist you. Don't hesitate 
to ask questions. 


The staff members in period dress are part of the animation 
program and enjoy discussing Fortress life with visitors 


Public washrooms, which we call "'Latrines’’, are located in 
the King's Bastion Barracks and theme lounges. 


Two historical restaurants and the garrison bakery are open 
daily for your enjoyment
